| yesterday’s meeting in the Old South, 
which Indian Commissioner Morgan 
und several other eminent gentlemen 
addressed, was ove of rare interest and 
significance, It was the first oppor- 
tunity which the friends of the Indian 
in this vicinity have had to meet and 
listen tothe new Commissioner since 
his appointment. The impression 
which he made upon his audience was 
that of a broad-minded and altogether 
admirably equipped official, with a hign 
sense of the duties and responsibilities 
of his position, a clear comprehension 
of the policy which ought to be pursued 
and the determination und ability to | 
pursue it. Gen, Morgan’s address cov- 
ered the whole field of the essentials of 
the Indian problem. He is evidently a 
thorough believer in the New Ingland 
plan of dealing with the Indian—a plan 
which, though often and rudely flouted 
by the cowboys and frontiersmen of the 
West, has practically come to be 
adopted as the settled policy of the va- 
tion. ‘The various Indian associations 
of the East can rest assured that the 
new Commissioner is in cordial sympa- 
thy with their vims and objects, and 
that in temperament and training he is 
just the kind of & bureau chief whom 
they, if they had had the opportunity,

We next find Him heal- 
ing a man with a withered hand in the syna- 
gogue at Capernaum on a Sabbath day, thus 
greatly provoking the Pharisees, who deter- 
mined to kill Him (Matt, xii, 18, 14), Shortly 
after this He went out into a mountain and 
continued all night in prayer to God, after 
which He called His disciples to Him and 
from them chose twelve apostles, that they 
should be with Him, and that He might send 
them forth to preach, and to have power to 
heal sicknesses and to cast out devils (Mark 
iii, 14, 15; Luke vi, 12, 18). Then follows the 
discourse of which our lesson today forms a 
part. It is a repetition of a portion of the 
sermon on the mount (Matt, v-vii), but deliv- 
ered under different circumstances, 

27. “But I say unto you which hear, Love 
your enemies, do good to them which hate 
you.” See this in the Old Testament in Ex, 
xxiii, 4, 5; Lev, xix, 17, 18; Prov. xxv, 21, 
22. See it also repeated in verse 35 of our 
lesson, with the encouragement that our re- 
ward shall be great and we shall be ‘Sons of 
the Most High” (R.V.), or, in other words, ‘tas 
Christ Himself” (Luke i, 82, R.V.) Observe 
that these precepts are not for any who are 
not Christians, as if thereby they might win 
heaven, for “by the deeds of the law there 
shall no flesh be justified in His sight” (Rom, 
iii, 20); but for those who profess to be His 
followers, having received Him as their 
Saviour and Lord; that thus they may prove 
the sincerity of their discipleship, 

28. “Bless them that curso you, and pray 
for them which despitefully use you.”  Put- 
ting together the four precepts of this and 
the preceding verse, we have only to say 
with the poor Indian to whom a missionary 
read these words: “This Indian can’t do it; 
if God will make a new Indian perhaps he 
can.” The natural man cannot do these 
God-like acts, but the Spirit of Christ in any 
man, woman or child can do again what the 
same spirit did in Christ Himself, 

20. “Unto bim that smiteth thee on the one 
cheek offer also the other; and him that 
taketh away thy cloak forbid not to take thy 
coat also,” The previous precepts may in- 
clude only thoughts, looks and words on the 
part of our enemies, but here is personal vio- 
lence and the spoiling of personal property, 
and are we still to be quiet?) Peter reminds 
us that Christ suffered for us, leaving us an 
example that we should follow His steps; and 
Paul says, ‘Why do ye not rather take 
wrong?! Why do ye not rather suffer your- 
selves to be defrauded?” He also commends 
those who took joyfully the spoiling of their 
goods (1 Pet, ii, 21; 1 Cor, vi, 7). 

30. “Give to every man that asketh of 
theo; and of him that taketh away thy goods 
ask them not again.” Stier, in his * Words 
of the Lord Jesus,” says that we are to say 
with our hearts as well as with our lips to 
the impetuous maker of these demands; *Al- 
though Iam not bound by any obligation of 
external right or law, yet am I, according to 
the spirit and law of love, both willing and 
obliged to serve thee and every man; that 
which thou art disposed to enforce from me, 
I will do for thee in free will and double 
measure, preventing thy sin by my kindness,” 
Yet it is not the Lord’s will to impose it upon 
His disciples as an absolute necessity to ren- 
der every service that may in this evil world 
be demanded of them, any more than He re- 
quires them to allow all their property to be 
taken from thom, or to tolerate overy kind 
of personal insult, He enjoins only the requi- 
site disposition of mind. We must, of course, 
oppose tho sinner as such, and his sin, even 
as wo resist the devil, the wicked one, whose 
malignity shows itself in each individual sin- 
ner. 

31, “And as ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye also to them likewise.” In 
Matt. vii, 12, He adds, “For this is the law 
and the prophets.” To love ono’s neighbor as 
one’s self is the sum of our whole duty to our 
fellow man, but back of this lies the command 
to love God with all our heart and soul and 
strength and mind; and yet farther back, and 
first of all, a knowledge of the love of God to 
us in giving Himself for us, 

32. ‘For if ye love them which love you, 
what thank have ye? for sinners also love 
those that love them.” Yet many people 
give as a reason for thinking themselves 
Christians that “they love the brethren,” not 
considering this verse, or that unless their 
love extends to their enemies they have noth- 
ing to boast of in the way of evidence, All 
these things are traits of a love which has no 
native origin in human hearts, but emanates 
from the being of God, descending into the 
hearts of His own und passing back through 
them to Him again, 

33, 34. ‘* What thank have ye?” Here is the 
same question asked a second and third time, 
emphasizing the fact that if we seek here in 
this life a return for all we do, we are noth- 
ing different from the sinners about us who 
know nothing of « better life, an endless life, 
anagetocome. Jesus said to the Pharisee 
into whose house He went one Sabbath day 
to eat bread, that when He made a feast He 
should invite the poor and such as could not 
recompense Him again, content to be rec- 


ompensed at the resurrection of the just | 


(Luke xiv, 13, 14), If we seck a present re- 
ward, riches for their own sake, and the 
praise of men, and obtain it, that is all there 
istoitand with this life it ends; but if we 
seek the approval of God, we shall have His 
blessing in this life and eternal rewards at 
the resurrection. 

35, 30, Be ye therefore merciful, as your 
Father also is merciful.” We shall ever have 
to do in this world with unthankful and evil 
people, and if we expect a meet reward from 
those whom we serve we shall often be sadly 
disappointed, Many a time we shall fail to 
receive common gratitude, We may often 
be abused for our well doing and have the 
most selfish motives attributed to us; but all 
this will only give better occasion to prove 
the reality of our loye, Mercy includes not 
only kindness but loving kindness, as it is 
often translated in the Old Testament; and 
when we by the Spirit of God are able to 
show loving kindness to the unthankful and 
evil we will prove ourselves to be children of 
God, great shall be our reward in the resur- 
rection, and we shall be acknowledged as 
sons of the Most High when the saints of the 
Most High shall take tho kingdom and pos- 
sess the kingdom for ever, even for ever and 
ever (Dan, vii, 18.) 

87, 38, “Judge not, condemn not, forgive, 
give.” “Judge nothing before the time, un- 
til the Lord come, who both will bring to’ 
light the hidden things of darkness, and will 
make manifest tho counsels of the hearts” 
(I Cor, iv, 5). Inasinuch as we cannot always 
discern people's motives, we are not capable 
of judging nor authorized to condemn their 
conduct, ‘The day will reveal all,

NATIVES OF NORTHERN CHINA, 


They Aro Slaves to Optum and Kill Thelr 
Fomale Children, 

Rey. Athanasino Gooette, a priest of 
the Franciscan order, who has been 
eight years a missionary in northern 
China, next to the Chinese wall and 
Mongolia, arrived in San Francisco on 
the steamer City of Peking, A Chiron- 
icle reporter saw him at the home of 
the Franciscan brothers, Golden Gate 
avenue, and he recounted many inter: 
esting facts relative to his experiences 
in the provinee of Shensi, where he 
maliily labored, 

“To get there,” he said, “I went by 
steamer 700 miles from Shanghai to 
Mankow, up the Yang-tse; then on a 
Chinese boat for fifty dayson the Han 
River, Then we took mules and rode 
eighty days over what are called the 
Southern Mountains, when we finally 
arrived at Singanfou, the old imperial 
city of China, This city is the capital 
of the province and has 800,000 inhab- 
itants. There we have two churches, 
a college, and a school of about eighty 
Chinese boys. We also have an or- 
phan asylum there with about 1,500 
Chinese children, These children we 
have picked up from the graveyards, 
where they were thrown todie. They 
are all girls. Lately, since the Chinese 


know we take care of them, when fe- 
male children are born they are 
brought to our doorsteps and left 


there, 

“Bishop Pagnucci, of the province, 
Which is as large as France, lives at 
Koolen, thirty miles from Singanfou. 
There is a seminary there. The bishop 
has been there twenty-six years. 
Neither he nor I ever had any trouble 
with the natives. Sometimes we have 
to look out a little for the Chinese stu- 
dents, that is all. The Chinese of the 
north are a much finer class of people 
than those of the south, There are 
now about 80,000 Christians in the 
province. Not far from the Chinese 
wall is a massive monument, erected 
in the Seventh century A.D. On it 
is inscribed the whole history of the 
creation and the story of Christ. A 
good deal of the inscription yet re- 
mains. Six hundred and twenty years 
after Christ there were missionaries 
where I have been laboring.” 

Father Goette says the production 
and use of opium in Shensi are hay- 
ing an extremely demoralizing effect 
on the people. The emperor has for- 
bidden the production of opium, but 
the mandarins permit it for the reason 
that they have seeretly laid a tax on it 
and are growing rich from it. Father 
Goette says he has seen as much as 
forty acres of opium in one field. 
Three-fifths of the people are absolute 
slaves to the drug. 


A Story of Mr, Astor. 

The following story illustrating the 
Astor philosophy in money matters is 
told of the late John Jacob Astor by 
the man who was the other actor in 
the scene, ‘I went to Mr, Astor,” he 
said, “with a business proposition 
which demanded an investment of 
$100,000 on his part. While listening 
to the plan he kept groping and feeling 
about on the floor for something he 
seemed to have dropped. When I had 
finished he suid readily: ‘All right; 
go on with the affair; Pll furnish the 
money.’ At that instant a man en- 
tered to tell him that one of his build- 
ings had just burned down. 

“«That happens nearly every day,’ 
he said, with the utmost unconcern, and 
went on feeling about with great care 
for that something on the carpet. 

“T finally asked him what he had 
dropped. 

““Why,’ he said, raising his head 
and looking as woebegone as a small 
boy, ‘I dropped ten cents here a few 
moments ago and I can’t find it, If a 
man’s buildings burn down, they are 
gone and he can't help it, and he is 
bound to let them go.

ALPHABET ON TWINE. 
How Facts and Ideas Have Been Recorded 
on Cord by Blind Men, 


Many years ago two men in Bdin 
burgh, Robert Milne and David Mae 
beath, whe were both blind, invented 
an alphabet of knots tied upon a string, 
which was not only of asimple nature, 
but capable of expressing ideas of the 
most abstruse kind and of recording 
facts of any description, This inven- 
tion was quite original; neither of the 
inventors had ever heard either of the 
Peruvian quipos or the Jewish cords, 
In their efforts they were only guided 
by a desire of producing something 
Which might be usefal to their breth 
ren in the same unfortunate condition 
and of communicating at a distance 
with each other, 

This string alphabet was a great deal 
more simple than those of the Peru- 
vians, The twenty-six letters of the 
alphabet are divided into seven classes, 
proceeding straightforward from A to 
Z. Hach class consists of four letters, 
With the exception of the first class, 
which comprehends but two. The first 
four letters, or A BC D, are each 
formed by a large round knot; the 
second four, or If FG HH, by a knot 
projecting from the string; the third 
our, or TJ K L, by a knot vulgarly 
called a drummer's plait; the fourth 
four, or M NOP, bya simple noose; 
the fifth four, or Q RST, by a noose 
With a string drawn through it; the 
sixth four, or U V W X, by a noose 
with a net knot formed upon it; and 
the seventh class, or Y and Z, by a 
twisted noose, Thus, there are just 
seven different kinds of knots to indi- 
cate the whole letters of the alphabet, 

But to distinguish each of the four 
letters ina class from the others, the 
expedient was adopted of adding a 
common small knot ata lesser or great: 
er distance from the letter to which it 
belongs. By this the letter A is indi- 
ented only by the knot of the class to 
which it belongs; Bis the same knot 
repeated, but close to it isa small com- 
mon knot; Cis the same knot repeat- 
ed, with the small knot half an ineh 
distant, and Dis the same knot repeat- 
ed, with the small knot an inch dis- 
tant. 

The same plan goes on throughout; 
so that, by first feeling the kind of 
knot, and then feeling whether it has 
asmall knotattached, and at what dis- 
tance, any letter can be instantly told. 
The length of this string alphabet is 
little more than three feet, and any 
blind individual with the ordinary 
sense of touch may learn the whole in 
un hour.—New York Ledger, 


A Queer Occupation,

stance, rejoices in the name of Mlle. 
Blanche, She is not prepossessing in

THE VIRTUES OF APPLES, 


| heir Medicinal Value and Some of the 
| Troublea Which They Ald, 
| Chemically the apple is composed of 
vegetable fiber, albumen, sugar, gum, 
ohloropliy!l, malic acid, gallic aeid, 
lime and much water, Furthermore, 
the German analysts say that the ap- 
ple contains a larger percentage of 
phosphorus than any other fruit or 
| vegetable, This phosphorus is admi- 
rably adapted for renewing the essen- 
tial nervous matter, lethicin, of the 
brain and spinal cord, It is, perhaps, 
for the same reason, rudely ander- 
stood, that old Scandinavian traditions 
represent the apple as the food of the 
gods, who, when they felt: themselves 
to be growing feeble and intirm, re- 
sorted to this food for renewing their 
powers of mind and body, Also, the 
acids of the apple are of signal use for 
men of sedentary habits, whose livers 
are sluggish in action; these acids ser- 
ving to eliminate from the body nox- 
ious matters which, if retained, would 
make the brain heavy and dull, or 
bring about jaundice or skin eruptions 
and other allied troubles. 

Some such an experience must have 
led to our custom of taking apple 
sauce with roast pork, rich goose and 
like dishes. The malic acid of ripe ap- 
ples, either raw or cooked, will neu- 
tralize any excess of chalky matter en- 
gendered by eating too much meat, It 
is also the fact that such fresh fruits 
as the apple, the pear and the plum, 
when taken ripe and without sugar, 
diminish acidity in the stomach rather 
than provokeit. Their vegetable salts 
and juices are converted into alkaline 
carbonates, which tend to counteract 
acidity, 

A good, ripe, raw dd) is one of the 
easiest of vegetable substances for the 
stomach to deal with, the whole pro- 
cess of its digestion being completed 
in eighty-five minutes, Gefrard found 
that the “pulps of roasted apples 
mixed in a wine quart of faire water, 
and labored together until it comes to 
be as apples and ale—which we call 
lambswool—never faileth in certain 
diseases of the vaines, which myself 
hath often proved, and gained thereby 
both crowns and credit,” ‘*The paring 
of an apple, cut somewhat thick, and 
cue itiside whereof is laid to hot, burn- 
ing or ae eyes atnight, when the 
party goes to bed, and is tied, or bound 
to the same, doth help the trouble very 
speedily, and contrary to expectation 
an excellent secret.” 

A poultice made of rotten apples is 
of very common use in Lincolnshire 
for the cure of weak or rheumatic 
eyes. Likewise in the Hotel des Inva- 
lides at Paris, an apple poultice is used 
commonly for SRA HO eyes, the ap- 
ple being roasted and its pulp applied 
over the eyes without any intervening 
substance. Long ago it was said ap- 
ples are easily and speedily digested, 
and a modern maxim t®aches that 
“If you eat an apple going to bed, the 
doctor then will beg his bread.”— 
London Hospital. 


What to Eat at Night. 

The true course is to begin with just 
one or two mouhtfuls the last thing 
before going to bed. And this should 
be light food, easily digested. No cake 
or pastry should be tolerated, One 
mouthful of cold roast beef, cold lamb, 
cold chicken and a little crust of bread 
will do to begin with, or, what is bet 
ter yet, a spoonful or two of condensed 
mill (not the sweetened that comes in 
cans) in three times as much warm wa- 
ter. Into this cut half a pared peach 
and two or three little squares of bread, 
the whole to be one-fourth or one-sixth 
of what would be a light lunch. 

Increase this very gradually, until 
at the end of a month or six weeks the 
patient may indulge in a bow] of milk, 
two peaches, with a half hard roll or 
acrust of home made bread. When 
peaches are gone take baked apples 
with the milk till strawberries come, 
and eat the latter till peaches return 
again. This is the seeret of health and 
vitality. We often work until after 
midnight, but eating the comfortable 
meal is the last thing we do every 
night of the year, This is not an un- 
tried experiment or one depending on 
the testimony of a single witness,— 
American Analyst. 


Birds That Appear to Renson, 
Frank Buchland gives several curi- 
ous instances of the special habits of 
some Lirds in procuring their food. 
The blackbirds, thrushes, ete., carry 


snails considerable distances for the 
purpose of breaking their shells 
ugainst some rock or stone, Thomas 


Edward, the Seottish naturalist, de- 
scribes gulls and ravens flying to a 
great height with crab or other shell- 
fish, and letting them fall on stones 
in order to smash the shells; and, if 
they do not break on the first attempt, 
he says they pick them up again and 
carry them yet higher, repeating the 
operation again and again till the 
shell is broken. Ravens often resort 
to this contrivance. Darwin tells of a 
bird haying been repeatedly seen to 
hop on a poppy stem, and shake the 
head with his bill till many seeds were 
scattered, when it sprang to the ground 
and ate up the sendin -Mouth.

Rumford Historical Association. 


The Rumford Historical Association 
held their annual meeting at the Rum- 
ford House on the 26th istant. An 
other and rare meeting at the Churehla 
few feet distant and at the same hour 
affected the numbers present at the 
former, but not vt all the interest of the 
occasion. From the first to the Inst 
moment of the exercises, everything 
was harmonious, prompt and unusually 
fresh. 

Besides the choice of officers and the 
various yearly reports, William R. Cut- 
ter, Librarian, read a brief paper show- 
ing the gratifying success in the accom- 
plishmentot its objects, the Association 
is making through its members, and the 
increasing aud more widespread inter- 
est in the community generally in his- 
torical research aud the results. 

Rev. L. ‘Thompson read an extended 
bio. raphical sketch of Cyrus Woodman, 
Bsq., of Cambridge, from the first, an 
honored member and officer of our 
Association until his sudden death 
few days after our last meeting. 

By special request, Mr. Thompson 
also read, in part, a much more ex- 
tended sketch of the life and career 
Col. Loammi Baldwin of Woburn, the 
material for which was mainly drawa 
from the unpublished diary aud letters 
of Col. Baldwin himself.

Wool Hand Cards, with wool still held 
inthe teeth. ‘They are believed to have 
been bought, as was the spinning wheel 
given by Mrs. Wymian before her death, 
at the sale of some of Col. Baldwin's 
goods many yeurs ago. 

From Ward Wyman of Woburn, a 
packet of old-time matches, such as 
were used with ‘‘tinder-box and steel” 
fifty years and longer ago. 

From the late Mrs. C. Carter, a 
Slate, formerly the property of Samuel 
Thompson, Esq., who died in 1820, at 
the age of 89 years. 

Among the many offices which he 
held during his long and eventful life, 
was that of Inspector of Goods. ‘This 
Slate, marked with his name, was kept 
where orders for his services could be 
entered in his absence. 

From Leonard ‘Thompson, Esq., a 
pair of old tongs and the long-handled 
fire shovel used before the days of 
cook stoves in removing hot coals and 
ashes from the oven preparatory to 
baking, 

From Mrs. Fanny G. Adams, late 
of Central Square, now residing in 
Florida, a Shuttle, Reel, Cards, and 
‘Swifts’ or winder, once the property 
of the grandmother of her husband, the 
late Dr. Adams of Woburn. 

Also, from Mrs. Adams, a large and 
very old mirror once the property of 
the Hastings family, one of whom, 
once a British officer and one of the 
early settlers of Woburn, brought it 
from Kugland. It descended to Major 
John Hastings, well known during the 
lust century as a citizen of Woburn, 
who, about 1800, sold it to Captain 
Isauc Richardson, the father of Mrs. 
Adams, he having about that time, 
bought the house ouce owned and occu- 
pied by Daniel Thompson the martyr- 
hero of Lexington. According to a 
family tradition, the mirror’ must be 
about two hundred years old. 

From Rey. L. Thompson, a Confed- 
erate Bond with coupong attached, at 
6 percent payable semi-annually; a 
Certificate of Indebteduess on the part 
of the **Confederate States to T. Bagley 
and brother for $800 at 8 per cent. 
Richmond 20 Jan. 1863,” and money 
in several Bank Notes of different de- 
uominations, used in the South during 
the War of the Rebellion. 

Also a copy of the **Boston Gazette 
and Country Journal’ for Monday, 
March 12, 1770. ‘This number of the 
paper gives a startling acecopnt of the 
famous Boston Massacre of the previous 
week. 

These articles were sent during the 
war to Mr. Thompson by a soldier in 
our Army who, if he rightly remem- 
bers, found them in the old Charles 


City Court House, Virginia. It may 
be that the newspaper is one of the 
fac simile issue of mauy years ago. 


This, however, we have now no known 
means of ascertaining. Certainly a 
look at the paper would not, to an or- 
dinary observer, awaken a doubt of its 
being an original copy. 

For these last mentioned articles, 
Mr. Marshall Tidd has made a double 
frame which, for completeness, ingenu- 
ity and finish, no one but himself could 
equal, 

One looks at first at a single side, 
containing two pages, of the newspaper. 
By slightly pressing a 
left, the part of the frame that contains 
the paper revolves and presents to view 
the other side with the other two pages. 
Move another spring, and the whole of 
that part of the frame containing the 
paper opens like a door and reveals an- 
other behind it which contains the Cou- 
federate Bond, Certificate and money. 

This originality in the shape of a 
frame, if understood, will of itself be 
regarded }eyeaftey as one of the curi- 
osities of the housg.

LESSON I!, SECOND QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, APRIL 13. 


Text of the Lesson, Luke vil, 11-18—Com- 
mit Verses 14-16—Golden Text, Luke 
vil, 16—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns.

Hoffman, publisher, Philadel- 
phia.) 

11, “And it came to pass the day after, that 
He went into acity called Nain.” He had 
been at Capernaum, where His soul had been 
greatly refreshed by the faith of a Gentile, a 
Roman centurion, leading him tosay, “Thave 
not found so great faith, no, not in Israel,” 
and to look forward to the time of the king- 
dom when many who were far off shall be 
found there, and many who thought them- 
selves entitled to the kingdom shall be cast 
out (see Matt, vill, 10-13). It is not without 
purpose that this reference to the kingdom is 
found only in the kingdom gospel (Matthew) 
and omitted by Luke; but Luke does mention 
the “great faith” (vy. 0), and whether found 
in Jew or Gentile it is this that gladdens the 
heart of Jesus and brings forth the ‘As thou 
hast believed, so be it done unto thee.” Lord, 
give us such a faith as this. 

12. ‘Now when He came nigh to the gate 
of the city, behold, there was a dead man 
earried out.” Only here, in all Scripture, is 
this city mentioned, but it is forever made 
memorable by this meeting of the Prince of 
Life and Light aud the Prince of Darkness 
who has the power of death (Acts iii, 15; 
Eph. vi, 12; Heb, ii, 14), The Son of God was 
manifested that He might destroy the works 
of the devil (1 Jobn iii, 8), and when He has 
gathered from this present world His elect 
company of associate rulers He will then 
reign till He hath put all enemies under His 
feet: the last enemy that shall be destroyed 
is death (I Cor, xv, 3). 

“The only son of his mother, and she was a 
widow: and much people of the city was 
with her.” The little girl whom Jesus raised 
to life wasan only daughter (Luke viii, 42), and, 
Lazarus scems to have been an only brother, 

13, “And when the Lord saw her, He had 
compassion on her, and said unto her, Weep 
not.” In one company the center of attrac- 
tion was the Lord of Lifeand Glory; in the 
other, this poor, desolate, broken hearted 
widow. The two now meet, and from the 
Fountain of Life into the heart of the deso- 
late flow the all powerful words, ‘Weep not.” 
So He also said in the house of Jairus (Luke 
ix, 52); and to Mary after the resurrection 
Hie said, ‘Why weepest thou?” (John xx, 15,) 
Yet He Himself wept at the grave of Lazarus 
and on the mount of olives and in the garden 
of Gethsemane (John xi, 85; Luke xix, 41 
Heb. v, 7). When he weeps it is because of 
sin either in its present or future results; when 
He says ‘Weep not” it is because of what He 
is as the Resurrection and the Life, and what 
He is able and willing todo, A ‘Weep not” 
froma helpless fellow being is often a vain 
word, and almost seems ofttimes like mock- 
ery; but a‘*Weep not” from one who has 
power to remove the cause of the weeping is 
a powerful and welcome word. We may 
faney how quickly the tears were dried and 
all eyes fixed on Him, Let us keep our eyes 
on Him while we wait for the time when 
right here on this earth, made intoa new 
earth, there shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor erying (Rev. xxi, 4). 

I4. “And He came and touched the bier: 
and they that bare him stood still.” To hear 
the words and see the power of God we must 
stop aud be still, It was when God saw that 
Moses turned aside tosee that Hecalled unto 
him out of the bush, Israel at the Red sea 
had to stand still in order tosee the salva- 
tion of Jehovah, 

“And He said, Young man, I say unto 
thee, Arise,” Now when all is still and all 
eyes are upon Hiin Ie utters just four words 
(in the Greek), but what power and meaning 
there is in them, sand all because of Him who 
uttered them. They are the words of Him 
who spake and it was done, who commanded 
and it stood fast (Ps, xxxiii, 6-9, by whose 
word the Heavens were made and all the host 
of them by the breath of His mouth. Ob- 
serve the “IT say unto thee” which He uses so 
often, and in the sermon on the mount just 
fourteen times, Compare it with the many 
hundred repeated “Thus saith the 
Lord” of the prophets, and note its signifi- 
cance. The word “arise” signifies to awake 
as from sleep (see Matt, viii, 26; xvii, 7), and 
is used in reference to those who rose from 
the dead after His resurrection (Matt, 
XXvVil, } 7 

15, “And He that was dead sat up and be- 
gan to speak,” Life, and health, and speech 
from the Prince of Life, all unmerited, all of 
grace, and all by His word in the power of 
the Spirit. The words which He speaks are 
Spiritand Life, and he that hears and believes 
hath everlasting life, and is passed from 
death unto life. The hour is coming when 
all that are in their graves shall hear His 
voice (the same voice) and shall come forth, 
some to life and to condemnation, 
Blessed are those who now hear and live that 
they may come forth with the righteous at 
the beginning of the hour, and not be among 
those who shall not rise till the end of the 
hour, or the thousand years (John vi, 63; 
Vv, 24-20; Rey. xx, 5). It says that he began 
to speak; will some one explain why so many 
who profess to have received life in Christ 
have nothing to say for Him? Must we con- 
clude that, like Zacharias, they are dumb be- 
cause of unbelief? (Luke i, 20.) 

“And He delivered Lim to his mother,” Is 
there not here a hint, as in the resurrection 
of the little girl and Lazarus, of the reunion 
of families in the resurrection? And while 
there shall then be neither marrying nor giy- 
ing in marriage, are we not by these facts, 
aud by I Thess. ii, 19, taught to expect in 
some measure a reunion of those who in fam- 
ilies or in service have been united on earth?

THE 


CHARACTERISTICS OF ANIMAL LIFE, 


Nature's Curious Provistona for Protecting 
Defenselows Animals, 

It is perfectly wonderful to notice 
the phenomenal provisions made by 
nature for the preservation of the 
weaker and more helpless animals, In 
many eases the colorof the creature is 
adapted in a wonderful way to its 
mode of living and its place of con- 
cealment, contributing very materi 
ally to its safety. All who live among 
the green fields, which, by the way, is 
the way to live properly, know how 
dificult it is to distinguish the grass 
hopper from the leaf or blade of yvege- 
tation upon which he is at rest, until 
he betrays himself by moving. Those 
birds which sing in the hedgerow 
have feathers upon their baeks whieh 
harmonize with the color of the leaves 
about and among which they flit, 
while the feathers on their breasts 
borrow the white hue from the clouds 
above them, 

The partridge can hardly be distin- 
guished from the stubble where it 
makes its nest, while in the more 
northern countries the winter dress of 
the hare and ptarmigan is white, like 
the snow with which the landscape is 
usually covered, and upon which + ibbs 
animals are seen, Among marine ani- 
mals the same natural provisions pre- 
vail,sand go down, however deep, into 
the water, animal life the same color 
will be found, The frogs, living in 
the stagnant pools and muddy ditches 
by the roadside, are known to vary 
their color in order to harmonize with 
the sand or mud in which they live. 
The little tree frog, on the other hand, 
is green, and thus is with difliculty 
distinguished from the tree to which 
it adheres, Tish, especially those 
Which inhabit fresh water, are so like 
in color to the weeds and stones among 
Which they lie that it is often very 
difficult to detect their presence. 

One of the most wonderful instances 
of nature's care in providing for the 
protection of the more defenseless 
creatures is found in the apparatus for 
defense with which the cuttlefish is 
provided, ‘The very instant its quick 
eye catches a glimpse of an approach- 
ing enemy, knowing by instinct alone 

it is absurd to speak of reason in con- 
nection with these low forms of animal 
life—the impossibility of seeking safety 
by flight, and having no means of de- 
fense whatever, it prepares at once to 
seek safety in concealment. ‘To this 
end it sinks downward rapidly, throw- 
ing out from a vessel with which it is 
provided, and nature taught it to use, a 
stream of fluid with which the black- 
est paint is light in comparison. This 
soon colors the water far around, and 
effectually conceals the animal and at 
the same time jg very repulsive to all 
forms of animal life feeding upon it; 
and, us it takes considerable time for 
this to disperse and the water to clear 
itself, the enemy is generally baffled. 
If, however, as is sometimes the case, 
a reasoning animal—man—is in pur- 
suit, and the cuttlefish is still in dan- 


wer, it pours out another and larger 
flood of ink, and remains perfectly 


quiet until the danger is past, when it 
moves off ina circle, making a larger 
and larger turn till outside the black 
water its ink has made.—Chicago Led- 
ger.

The sign of subtraction was derived 
from the word “minus.” The word 
was first contracted tomngs, with a 
horizontal line above to indicate the 
contraction, then at last the letters 
were omitted altogether, leaving the 
short line —. 

The multiplication sign was obtain- 
ed by changing the plus sign into the 
letter X. This was Ae because mul- 
tiplication is but a shorter form of ad- 
dition. 

Division was formerly indicated by 
placing the dividend above the hori- 
zontal line and the divisor below. In 
order to save space in printing the 
dividend was taead to the left and 
the divisor to tf 
dotin place of each. The radical sign 
was derived from the initial letter of 
the word “radix.”

Great Cry, Little Wool. 

For several weeks there has been an 
active, and, to the casual newspaper 
reader, bitter warlare carried on by the 
Massachusetts Insurance Commission- 
er’s office against the New York Life In- 
surance Company, which was perempto- 
rily, and, as the Gazett: took ocension at 
the time to remark, arbitrarily refused 
permission to do business within this 
commonwealth, in which its financial 
interests were very large. From one end 
of the country to the other its distribu- 
tion policy was advertised being 
“wholly inconsistent with the spirit of 
the statute, coutrary to its language, 
while its provisions and terms render it 
unfair, misleading, deceptive and en- 
snaring.” 

We quote Commissioner Merrill's 
exact words, in his open letter to the 
President of the New York Life, to the 
end that no injustice may be done him, 

After such a loud outery we were 
prepared, when the announcement was 
made that the company had altered its 
policy to conform to the views of Com- 
missioner Merrill with reference to this 
branch of insurance, to see a sweeping 
change, but a careful examination of 
the original and amended policies as 
published in the papers on Saturday 
last fails to show wherein the policy has 
been altered in the slightest material 
degree. ‘To all intents and purposes it 
is the same policy. 

In the eighth line of the amended 
policy the words, ‘being the premium 
for two years’ term insurance,’ are 
substituted for the words, **being the 
first premium.” In the tenth line of 
the amended policy the words, ‘*being 
the life premium,” are inserted after 
the words, ‘‘and of the annual payment 
of seven hundred and twelve dollars 
and — cents.” 

In the 86th and 837th lines of the so- 
called amended policy the words, ‘that 
is to say, the premiums for four years 
of insurance,” are inserted between 
the sentences ‘tas above specified” and 
‘tn paid-up policy will be issued.” 

The new form of policy is now 
termed ‘ta combination term and life’ 
where before it was referred to as ‘tan 
ordinary life” policy. 

Now the point we wish to make is: 
Why put the New York Life, which 
was doing an enormous business in this 
state, to all the trouble and expense to 
which they have been subjected, when 
a half-hour’s friendly talk concerning 
the matter would have obviated all 
difficulty? With the exceptions above 
noted, and they in no wise alter the 
scope or intent of the policy, the 
amended one, which meets with the 
approval of the insurance department, 
in no wise differs from the old, and it 
would seem that an insurance company 
of the New York Life’s deservedly high 
standing has been subjected to needless 
hardship, worry and expense. 

We would advise its officers in future 
dealings with the officers of the Massa- 
chusetts insurance officials to remember 
the words found in the Good Book: 

“Now go, write it before them ina 
table, and note it in a book.” 

Otherwise they may at any time be 
called upon to explain away other 
equally trivial objections. — Haverhill 
Gazette.

Hides. 


Last Tuesday Sec. G. B. Norton of 
the New York Hide and Leather Mer- 
chants Committee presented to the 
Ways and Means Committee a state- 
ment to prove that hides should be kept 
on the free list. He demonstrated that 
imported hides are dry and dry salted, 
while the home product ure green and 
green salted. Secretary Norton further 
Says: 

In 1871,” says the memorial, ‘with 
a duty of 10 per cent, our leather ex- 
portation was $480,533 ; in 1872 hides 
were mide free, and the exportation of 
Jeather increased until in La6p it 
reached the enormous sum of $9,276,- 
500, The bulk of hide importation is 
from South America, and it is claimed 
that shipping, manufacturing and lum- 
ber interests will all suffer by the pro- 
posed 15 per cent duty. Our ships re- 
turn from South America laden with 
hides. ‘They are, therefore, able to 
offer better rates than if they came 
back empty. ‘Thus both shippers and 
ship owners are benefitted, The 
mand for hemlock lumber fully equals 
that for tunbark, If a duty is imposed 
tanneries will close and tanbark will be 
stripped from logs and left to rot in the 
woods. ‘That cattle raisers consider 
hides a side product is made evident by 
the fact that they brand in the most 
valuable part and flay and cure care- 
lessly. ‘Phe tendency in the United 
States to improve the breeds of cattle 
depreciates the quality of the hides for 
sole leather purposes, inasmuch as the 
commonest grade of cattle produce the 
best hides.”” 

The N. Y. leather merchants still 
hope and believe that the Ways and 
Means Committee will think better of 
it and put hides back on the free list, 
and in default of it that the bill will be 
rectified by the House,

Polishing Wood with Charcoal, 
| A method of polishing wood with 
charcoal, which is much used by 
Vrench e abine tmakers, is described in 
a Paris teclinical journal. It is only 
applicable to things made of carefully 
selected woods, of a close and compact 
grain, They are fest covered with a 
coat of camphor dissolyed in water, 
and almost immediately afterward 
with another coat, composed chiefly 
of sulphate of iron and nut gall. The 
| two compositions, in blending, pene- 
trate the wood and give it an indelible 
tinge and render it impervious to the 
attacks of insects. When these two 
coats are dry, they rub the surface of 
) the wood at first with avery hard 
brush of couch grass—chien dent 
and then with chareoal of substances 
las light and friable as possible, because 
if a single hard grain remained in the 
| charcoal this alone would scrateh the 
surface, which they wish to render 
perfectly smooth, The flat parts are 
rubbed with natural stick charcoal and 
the indented portions and crevices 
With charcoal powder, Alternately 
| with the chareoal the workman also 
| rubs his piece of furniture with flannel 
soaked in linseed oil and essence of 
turpentine, These pouncings repeated 
| several times cause the charcoal pow- 
der and the oil to penetrate the wood, 
giving the article of furniture a bean- 
tiful color and a perfect polish, which 
has none of the flaws of ordinary yar- 
| nish.

Hinte to Voung Dushvew Men About the 


Value of a Good Reputation, 


There is no lesson the young business 
man needs to learn more thoroughly 
than the value of good reputation and 
good credit, These cannot be won and 
kept by false pretense® of any kind, 
but must be earned by a strict obsery 
aneo af contracts, agreements and 
proinise The man whose word is 

“as goo as his bond” is the man who 
has inspired confidence in himself by 
always doing that which he has prom- 
ised todo. He is also, as ai@le, cau 
ious about entering into obligations, 
chary about making promises that he 
may not be able to fulfill, If too 
prodigal in the latter respeet one ean 
not hope to keep faith at all times, 

A man who is orintends to be honest 
sometimes loses credit and reputation 
simply because le is too hopotul, 
Counting with too great confidence on 
uncertainties, he makes promises that 
he cannot fulfill because of the failure 
of the eyent on which they were pre- 
dicted, He voluntarily fixes the dato 
for the payment of a debt, and finds 
too Lite something has gone wrony, 
that he cannot meet his obligation, 
Such an accident may happen any 
man, Upon the way in which he meets 
the unexpected trouble de pends how 
his repatation shall stand afterwards. 
If he can fulfill his promise atany per- 
sonal sacrifice he should doso; failing 
that, he should endeavor to ke ep his 
word by borrowing elsewhere, thus 
gaining time for the final discharge of 
his obligation, 

But if he cannot do esther he should 
go as soon as possible to his creditor 
and secure an extension by frankly 
telling him the state of affairs, thus re 
newing instead of breaking his prom- 
ise. The one essential thing to do is to 
keep good faith, or come as near to it 
us possible, ‘The worst possible course 
is to let tine run on until his creditor 
begins to press him on an obligation 
long eveNUG: It is too late then for 
explanations or renewals. His credit 
is gone, his reputation is broken down, 
His after promises are distrusted, 
though they may be grudgingly ac- 
cepted, 

le may for years after thus shatter- 
ing faith in himself pay promptly and 
keep his word, but there will remain 
the lingering feeling of distrust born 
of one failure to keep faith or to ex- 
plain in advance the reasons why it 
could not be kept. An engagement 
of any kind should be held sacred, 
and thus good reputation, which is of 
slow growth, may be gradually built 
up, for he who keeps his word at all 
times becomes respected and is trusted. 
The young man cannot learn too early 
in life his responsibilty to himself ¢ and 
others, He is to make his reputation 
by what he says and does, and at the 
outset should have a high regard for 
which carries with it honesty 
and insures a prompt and complete 
fullillments of all engagements. 

He should not allow a careless habit 
in money matters to grow upon him, 
but should pay all his bills promptly.

PAPER ON WOMAN'S AUXILIARY. 


Read at Joint Committee meeting 
April 8, 1890 by Mrs. J. 1€. Murdock : 

There should be no ‘sladies” Aux- 
iliary as we heard a few years ago. 

The word ‘*woman’’ is infinitely 
superior; ‘*Woman, behold thy son ;” 
‘Woman, what have I to do with 
thee?” Blessed art thou among 
women.” How strangely the word 
ludy would sound here. 

But **whatis ina name?” is an often 
expressed thought! Very much: Jesus 
never made a mistake and he never 
used the word ‘lady,’ so we want our 
work with and for the Association to 
be known as woman’s work. All 
members of the Auxiliary should under- 
stand the proposed work ; there can be 
no heartiness in co-operation with As- 
sociation efforts unless there is definite 
understanding us to the methods used. 

The duty of bringing the interest 
of the Auxiliary to the notice of all 
women is binding upon each member ; 
we are speci) gominittees in this 
direction. 

Let any of our members picture to 
the mind of any mother how she by 
uniting with us can aid her boy, or 
bring some good influence tu bear upon 
any young man, and there comes into 
that mother’s heart a new feeling 
of responsibility, and it will not be 
long ere this true heart joins with us 
in trying to help the Association, The 
Auxiliary does and always wiil have 
the sympathy of a woman’s heart when 
appealed to, 

In the Auxiliary we have many com- 
mittees, but ouly of a few shall we 
speak, 

First, the Membership: we all know 
that their especial work is to secure 
members, see that all renew when 
their membership expires; although 
the membership dues are only 50c yet 
small amounts help. Every member 
is expected to be au **Andrew” in the 
Auxiliary with this committee. 

Devotional Committee have charge of 
devotional meetings held under the 
auspices of the Auxiliary: Of the half 
hour prayer services precluding the 
regular business meeting, ete. Who of 
us can realize the fur-reaching influence 
it has on those who ure personally en- 
gaged in the work? 

The Entertainment Committee 
ranges for all entertainments 
deemed advisable, 

The Room Committee have a general 
oversight of the rooms. ‘They have the 
opportunity of showing how **women”’ 
help in the work more than any other 
of the committee except the Reception

But we ex- 
tend an equal welcome to any self-respecting 
person, be he artist or mechanic, who wishes 
to make his home in our midst and help 
along the prosperity of the town, 

The ‘fold fogy and moss-back,” the old 
settler and conservative, have a right to their 
opinions and their Jeffersonian principles, 
and we hope they will gladden our sight for 
many ayear yet. They have our respect 
and our gratitude for they are our fathers, 
and the builders of our town, and they have 
had their share in making it attractive.

A splendid Indian, he stood five feet 
eight inches in height, well set, wiry 
and noted in the tribe as a fleet ruoner. 
He can outtravel a horse and keep it 
up for days together. His daring raids 
in two months established a reign of 
terror throughout New Mexico. ‘The 
trains on the Southern Pacific were! 
guarded by troops, stages ceased to 
run, freighting was stopped and towns 
were as thoroughly cut off from supplies 
as though they were undergoing a

Such was the state of affairs when, 
on the evening of August 18, the little

28. “And it came to pass about cu eight 
days after these sayings.” These sayings evi 
dently refer to what is recorded in this chap 
ter from verses 18 to 27, including the testi- 
mony of Peter concerning Christ, Christ's 
own testiniony concerning His approaching 
sufferings and death and resurrection, and 
that thore who follow Him must be content 
to suffer with Hin; but that there isa future 
glory awaiting all such which will more than 
recompense for all the suffering, and that 
sone of them would not die till they had 
seen the glory of that kingdom, Te also tes- 
tifled that if any preferred their life in this 
world they would Jose the world to come, but 
if willing to renounce this world for His sake 
they would receive and forever enjoy the 
giory of the kingdom of God, 

“He took Peter and John and James, and 
went up into a mountain to pray.” These 
are the three whom He took with Him to see 
Jairus’ daughter raised to life, and the same 
three He took ne crest to Him in the garden 
of Gethsemane, He saw fit to elect these to 
be with Him on these occasions, He elected 
twelve out of His followers whom He 
might qualify for special service, He has an 
elect nation through whom He yet purposes 
to make Himself known to the world, He is 
now gathering an elect church out of all 
nations which shall reign with Him as priest- 
kings when through His elect Israel He will 
tubdue the world unto Himself, Election, 
when understood, is rious, 

20 “And as He prayed, the fashion of His 
countenance was altered, and His raiment 
was white and glistering.” Matthew and 
Mark say that He was transfigured; Matthew 
says that His face did shine as the sun; Mark 
says that His raiment became shining, ex- 
ceeding white as snow, as no fuller on earth 
ean white them; Matthew says his ratment 
was white as the light. Mere was for a brief 
season the outshihing of that glory which 
was hidden in that mortal body during His 
humiliation, reminding us of the garden of 
Iden when man iade in the image of God 
was clothed with light as with a garment 
(Ps, civ, 1,2; Gen. i, ; and pointing us 
forward to the resurrection and the time of 
the Kingdom, when we shall be like Him, for 
we shall see Him as He is; and the righteous 
shall shine forth as thesun in the Kingdom. 

30, “And, behold, there talked with Him 
two men, which Moses and Elias.” 
Moses, the servant of the Lord, died on Mount 
Nebo 1,480 years before this, and the Lord 
buried him in a valley in the land of Moab 
(Deut, xxxiv), It was about 00 years since 
Elijah was translated without dying (IT Ki. 
ii); and yet here are both alive and well, and 
if Jude ix refers to the resurrection of Moses’ 
body, then both stood here in their immortal 
bodies.

31L.°'Whoappeared in glory, and spake of His 
decease which He should accomplish at Jeru- 
salem,” This verse and the next are peculiar 
to Luke, Matthew and Mark, simply saying 
that Moses and jah talked with Jesus, and 
omitting all reference to the disciples being 
heavy with sleep, 

“And when they were awake, they saw Hi, 
glory, andthe two men that stood with Him,” 
The R. V. “When they were fully 
awake,” and in the margin *‘Having remained 
awake,” He was gracious unto them and suf- 
fered them not to lose all. They saw His 
glory, aud they saw Moses and ilijah, Peter 
refers to itas “The power and coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ," and says ‘We were eye 
Witnesses of His Majesty” (II Pet, i, 10), 
At the same time Peter tells us that we have 
a more sure word of prophecy whereunto we 
do well to take heed, 

33, “And it came to pass, as they departed 
from Him, Peter said unto Jesus, Master, it 
is good for us to be here; and let us make 
three tabernacles; * * * not knowing 
what He said.” Had he been wide awake 
and heard the conversation between Jesus, 
Moses and Elijah he would probably have 
talked more wisely and haye known what he 
Was talking about. 

34. “While He thus spake, there camo & 
cloud; and overshadowed them, and they 
feared as they entered into the cloud.” All 
through the wilderness “the Lord went be- 
fore them ina pillar of cloud.” When the 
‘Tabernacle was erected ‘ta cloud covered tha 
tent of the congregation, and the glory of the 
Lord filled the Tabernacle; and when the 
‘Temple was dedicated the house was filled 
with a cloud and with the glory of the Lord 
(ix. xiii, xl, 34; 11 Chr. v, 18, 14). In the 
vision of Isaiah (vi, 4) the house was filled 
with smoke, and Ezekiel (i, 4) sawa great 
cloud, and « fire infolding itself, and a 
brightness about it. At His ascension a cloud 
received Him, and when He comes again it 
will be in the clouds of Heaven (Acts i, 9; 
Matt, xxvi, 64). So also when the risen and 
translated saints meet Him in the air, it shall 
be in the clouds (I Th. iv, 17). <Asto their 
fear, so earthly are we and so little awake to 
Heavenly realities, that anything unearthly 
or even unusual is apt to Oil us with awe.

It is currently reported that) City 
Solicitor Curran has tiled with Clerk 
Lounsbury of the Council an opinion 
(in response to the request of that 
Board) in the case of Chief Engineer 
Ferrin of the Fire Department. We 
have a great itching to see it, for, a8 
adegal opinion, it must be rather a 
ecurpous coneern, 

Chiet’ Perriv does business and is in 
Boston every week day; he lives in 
Woburn and stays here over night. ‘Phe 
question raised by members of the 
Conneil and which the City Solicitor 
was usked to pass upon was whether or 
not in view of these faets he could hold 
the office of Chief Eugineer of the 
Woburn Fire Department under the 
following section of an ordinance 
adopted by the City Council: 

‘No person shall be nominated or 
appointed a member of the fire depart- 


ment who does not both reside aud do 


business within a reasonable distance ol 


the apparatus to which he is attached.” 
Now, it don’t take much of a lawyer 


to see at a glance that the question of 


Ferrin’s eligibility to the office under 


the ordinance is purely a question of 


fact, with which the City Solicitor has 
no more to do than any other private 
citizen, or the Man in the Moon. In- 
deed, it is not even a question for the 
jury—it does not reach above the dig- 
nity and importance of an individual 
belief. 

The city ordinance liys down the 
law of the case: the facts are undis- 
puted: therefore, the opinion of the 
City Solicitor is worth no more than 
that of any other person and is entitled 
to no more respect or consideration by 
the Board of Common Couneil, 

‘The idea that such a question should 
be formally submitted to the Law Offi- 
cer for his advice must be rather divert- 
ing to the baker's dozen or more of 
good, sound-headed lawyers here in 
Woburn,

Never before in our experience have 
we been called upon to chronicle such a 
sad event as the death of Miss Martha 
Lillian Thompson, the beloved and only 
child of Mr. and Mrs, Abijah Thomp- 
son, which took place at the home of het 
parents on Church street last Saturday 
evening, shortly before eleven o'clock.

On the evening of her 
death, at about seven o’clock, she was 
observed walking homeward in most) 
buoyant spirits, laughing aud convers- | 
ing with a lady companion. 

What makes Mr. and Mrs. Eaee| 
son’s grief more poignant are the storie 
of suicide that have gained 
reney. We unhesitatingly 
them false and cruel, not alone to 
grief-stricken parents but to the memory 
of their only child. Her future was ex- 
ceedingly bright and promising, and she | 
looked forward to it with a happy heart, | 
for she was to have been married to 
Mr. Frank H. Jeffrey of Longwood in 
the fall aud the young people were de- | 
votedly attached to each other.

“COUNT RUMFORD AS COOK.”

Ladies and gentlemen of the Rum- 
ford Association: Some time ago, you 
were kind enough to ask me to talk to 
you about Count Rumford as a cook.

having our names written in Heaven (v, 20), 

and the blessedness of having a child like 

spirit, 

26. “And behold, a certain lawyer stood up 
and tempted Him.” The word signifies to 
try or prove, and Jesus was tried, or proved, 
or tempted, first by the devil himself in the 
wilderness, then all through His publie min- 
istry He was continually tried by seribes and 
Pharisees and Sadducees, and also by His 
own followers, but he never failed, He was 
in all points tempted like as we are yet with- 
out sin, Having thus suffered He is able to 
succor them that are tempted, We are to 
count ita great privilege to be thus tried, 
because thus we have fellowship with Him, 
knowing that we shall not have more than 
we can bear, and it all adds just so much to 
our glory at His coming (Heb, iv, 15; ii, 
18; James i 12; 1 Cor, x, 13; I Peter iv, 
12, 13), 

“Master, what shall I do to inherit eternal 

life?’ The same question was asked by tho 
rich young ruler (Chap, xviii, 18), and virtu- 
ally the same on another occasion (John vi, 
28). The ouswerin each case was given to 
suit those who asked and to meet their need, 
The mistake of each Was the same that pre- 
vails at all times, viz., that eternal life can 
be obtained by some doing on our part, Itis 
the mistake of all who are wise and prudent 
in their own eyes, How much can a babe do 
to help itself’ Try and think of a single 
thing. It must be cared for or perish, Just 
so with the sinner, We have no more power 
to do anything that will saye ourselves than 
ababe has to care for itself. Utterly help- 
less is pur condition, but we know it not, and 
it is hard to convince us, 
“He said nuto him, What is written in 
the law? how readest thou?” Joing a law- 
yer, he was supposed to know the law, and to 
that Jesus refers hin, The law is sometimes 
a general name for the books of Moses and 
sometimes signifies the ten commandments, 
or the larger law concerning all rites and 
ceremonies, ‘The law, the prophets and the 
psalms is the Saviour’s summary of all Seript- 
ure (Luke xxiv, 27, 44), Is there anything 
concerning which you would like to ask Jesus 
u question/ See here what He would proba- 
bly say to you, “What is written? how 
readest thouf’ If you would have to reply, 
“T do not know, Lord, for I have not read 
the Bible carefully,” then begin quickly to 
read much and carefully, so that you may 
know what is written, Otherwise those who 
never sawa Bible may rise against you in the 
judgment.

“Of course, you have to stir the peo 
‘ple’s conscience, You will notice that 
as | walk through a ear T throw my 
hand to one side and the other, to 
wards every passenger in the seats, 
Now, if a man or woman has a ticket 
for me, that simple motion forees that 
passenger to give the ticket up. They 
may mean to keep it, may have plan 
ned not to give it up, but as lL turn 
my hand towards them and say, “Tick 
ets on at Newark, please,’ they can no 
more help giving up the ticket than 
they can fly, Somany things enter 
into that as to make it lard for me 
to tell you half of them,  TPirst, they 
know [ have a right to the ticket and 
they have not; they are not positive 
whether I know they owe me a ticket 
or not, or whether L saw them get on 
or saw them sit down or not. They 
always presume L know all ubout it, 

“A conductor is often surprised by 
having a ticket thrust at him when he 
does not expect it, but here's a curious 
fact: A conductor's surprise does not 
count in the business. When a con- 
ductor shows he did not expect a ticket, 
it is too late for the passenger to with- 
draw it. But a passenger's emotions 
ue of the utmost importance to a con- 
ductor, In twenty years’ experience | 
have detected the guilty consciences of 
yussengers thousands of times, A man 
iunds me a ticket that has been 
punched or a pass that is out of date 
or that is open toa doubt as to its va 
lidity, and—now, imark me, that man 
will betray the fact that he has no be 
lief in his own act. Some tremor of 
speech, a movement of the eye, will 
certainly give himaway. Upon that 
you must count for success, Wateli 
your man, but not too closely, He 
will certainly make you aware of his 
uneasiness. Only the other day four 
men handed me tickets to points just 
outside New York. Every one of 
them meant to save money by riding 
all the way to the city. Teould not 
pretend to remember which one gave 
me a ticket to Elizabeth, or which to 
Rahway ov which to the other places, 
so when I got to Elizabeth I simply 
stood before the four men and said; 
‘Fare on from Elizabeth,’ and got my 
money. In that way Limade all four 
pay up, though I did so solely by their 
help.

You will at first be 
surprised at the number of men that 
you will see are trying to beat me, but

It hasoccurred to no obituary writer 
to notice Lord Napier of Magdala’s 
utter indifference to wounds and the 
wonderful celerity of his recovery 
from them, Two of his wounds he 
had not cared to notice at all in his 
record of services furnished to Hart's 
army list.

18, And one of the company said unto 
Him.” In the first verse of this chapter we 
are told that this company consisted of an 
{nnumerable multitude, such a throng that 
they trode one upon another, The following 
verses down to this first one of our lesson 
tell us that in the midst of this multitude He 
taught His disciples that they should beware 
of the jeaven (the hypocrisy) of the Pharisees; 
that they should not fear the death of the 
body, but rather fear the death of soul and 
body in hell (compare Matt, x, 28); that they 
should not fear to deny Him before men, but 
rather fearlossly confess Him, looking to the 
future, and that they should not be anxious 
as to what they should say when arrested and 
brought before the authorities for His sake, 
for the Holy Spirit would teach them to say 
the right words at the right time, In order 
to see why He thus teaches His disciples, let 
the whole of the previous chapter after our 
Jast lesson be carefully read, and learn from 
it the attitude of the religious rulers of the 
nation towards Him, and remember that He 
knew that as they treated Him so they would 
in due time treat His followers, 

“Master, speak to my brother, that he di- 
vide the inheritance with me.” What an un- 
seemly interruption! Jesus had been speak- 
ing of judgment and eternity, of future glory 
and future torment (xi, 20, 31 xii, 5, 8, 9; 
but here isa man who is more interested in a 
share of some property in this world than in 
any future good or evil, He does not seem 
to have heeded anything that Jesus had said. 
And yet his is not an uncommon case, for un- 
der the most solemn discourses upon eternal 
realities, there may be found in worshiping 
congregations, even today, men and women 
ipied with present things that the 
preacher’s words are of no use to them,  Itis 
just the same if in Sunday school a boy is 
thinking more about his marbles, or ball, or 
kite, or top, than about the lesson being 
taught, lzek. xxxiii, $1, well describes all 
buch, 

14. “And He said unto him, Man, who 
made mea judge or a divider over yout” 
‘he man did not know the Teacher whom he 
had thus addressed, The one seeking a share 
of an earthly inheritance was a man entirely 
of this world, while the one whom he asked 
to interfere on his behalf was a man not of 
this world, Jesus had come to lead people to 
the possession of an inheritance incorrupti- 
ble, undefiled, and that fadeth not away, re- 
served in Heaven (I Pet. i, 4). The glories of 
that inheritance He will divide and appor- 
tion to the overcomers in due time. (See 
Luke xxii, 28-30; Rev. xxi, 7; iii, 21; if, 26, 
27). But as to this present world, it isan 
evil one; it lieth in wickedness (or the wicked 
one); Satan is its acknowledged prince and 
god; weare not to love it, for its friendship 
is enmity with God, and it is reserved unto 
fire against the day of judgment and perdi- 
tion of ungodly men (al i, 4; [John v, 19; 
John xiv or, I John ii, xv; 
James iv, 4; IT Pet, iii, 

What a poor place to possess an inherit- 
ance, Tlow much better to be coutent with 
food and raiment » and wait for the re- 
demption of thi rth, when it shall rejoice 
in the liberty of the glory of the sons of God 
and we shall reign rit with Jesus Christ, 

15. “‘And He said unto them, Take heed, 
and beware of tousness.” The tenth 
commandment forbils coveting, Moses was 
to choose rulers who were God fearing men, 
men of truth, hating covetousness. Ex, xx, 
17; xviii, 21. The word has several mean- 
ings, such as a wish to have more, love of 
money, dishonest ga the first is the mean- 
ing of the word hi und in Mark vii, 20-23, 
itis classed by the sur with all manner 
of evil which proc s from within and de- 
files us. All cau that dishonest gain is 
sinful, but some may question the sinfulness

16. “The ground of a certain rich man 
brought forth plentifully.” Jesus now speaks 
a parable to make m« clear to those who 
have ears to hear the truth He has presented. 
Here is an abundant harvest from the ground 
of one who knew not God, He is already rich 
and his riches are increased, God’s rain and 
sunshine have done it, and yet it would seem 
as if the man was no child of God. It was 
this sort of thing that puzzled Asaph, Hesaw 
the ungodly prospering, increasing in riches, 
their eyes standing out with fatness, having 
more than heart could wish, not in trouble 
nor plagued like other men, and yet blas- 
pheming God (Ps, Ixxiii); but as he waited 
upon God he saw the reason of it all and was 
led to rejoice more than ever in God Him- 
self. Prosperity in the things of this world 
is no token of the favor of God. 

17. **What shall [ do, beeause I have no 
room where to bestow my fruits?’ Thus this 
rich man thought within himself. His in- 
crease was au anxiety to him, he looked upon 
them as his fruits, evidently not thinking of 


goodness of God was intended to lead him to 
repentance (Roi, ii, 4) 

18, ‘And hesaid, This will Ido: I will pull 
down my barns, and build greater; and there 
will I bestow all my fruits and my goods,” 
He had talked with himself about it, and this 
was the decision of the most important per- 
son in the world, the only one who knew any- 
thing, the only one to be pleased, the only 
one worth living for, he himself. So the old 
barns come down, the large new ones go up, 
and there all my fruits and my goods are 
carefully bestowed for the personal comfort 
of I myself 

19, **And I will say to my soul, Soul, thou 
hast much goods laid up for many years; take 
thine ease, eat, drink, and be merry.” The 
soul to which he talked links him with the 
brute creation, for if they could not build 
barns, they could do any of these four things 
which he tells his soul to do, just as well as 
himself; so that he tulks simply as an ox or 
hog might talk (if they had the power of 
speech) which were being unconsciously fat- 
tened for the slaughter, 

20, “But God said unto him, Thou fool! 
this night, thy soul shall be required of thee,” 
How often thus suddenly does the summons 
come, and from the midst of earth’s abund- 
nance the thoughtless one is cut off, not hay- 
ing been led to repentance by the goodness 


and forebearance and long suffering of 
God, they go out to find that while 
they have been laying up treasure on earth 
for their own enjoyment, they have 


also unconsciously been treasuring up unto 
themselves wrath against the day of wrath, 
and revelation of the righteous judgment of 
God (Rom, ii, 4,5). That side of the case, 
however, is brought out more fully in the 
sequel to this story as given in chap, xvi, 
10-31, 

“Then whose shall those things be, which 
thou hast provided?’ ‘He heapeth up riches 
and knoweth not who shall gather them.”

THE 


GRIGIN OF TELEGRAPHY. 


A System That Wasa in Vogue Mefore the 
Christian Era Signals by Lights, 

There was a system of telegraphy 
between the site of Chieago and that 
of the city of Mexiew vefore the days 
of Morse; before Franklin's discovery ; 
before the discovery of Aimeriea by 
Columbus——perhaps before the days of 
Christ. Such are the assertions of a 
Chieago Tribune correspondent who 
isks consideration of lis statement on 
the following basis: 

Chicago was certainly the northern 
terminus of a telegraph Jine whose 
other end was in’ Mexico, at so remote 
a period of the world’s history that the 
very name of the race that built it is 
buried in oblivion, It was not the In 
lians, The aneestors of Tecumseh and 
Hiawatha are moderns compared with 
the earlier race, 


The first telegraphie system was 
employed some centuries ago by 
that curious race of people that 


built the huge mounds of earth that 
are met with everywhere in’ the 
Mississippi valley and down to the 
Atlantic coast. We call the people of 
that age simply Mound Builders for 
Want of a better name, The race is 
dead, The last man of them had 
passed to his eternal rest long before 
this land beeame the home of the 
modern redmien But the mighty 
works of those simple people live after 
them. We look upon their great earth- 
works, and like Voiney among his 
ruins, cau only feel that to them is 
due our veneration, Wor them we 
must entertain at least a feeling of re- 
spect, being, as they are, the ‘ast vo 
Inaining vestiges of a race most re- 
markable and most interesting of all 
the men on earth, springing mysteri 
ously into existence, living for cen- 
turies and finally disappearing as com- 
pletely from the face of the earth as 
though they never had been born, 

Being wholly unknown to other 
peoples of their times, we have no data 
ou Which to base a reliable history of 
this peculiar race of guen. Ourianti- 
quarians tell us that they built sub- 
stuntial cities; that they were tillers 
of the soil; that they knew the princi- 
ples of art; that they had a written 
lnuguage anda religion; that they had 
a commercial system, and that they 
could send a message across the coun- 
try with the velocity of light. 

A telegraph in prehistoric times, as 
we look back upon it, seems certainly 
amyth, yet it is after all the simplest 
thing imaginable. The writer did not 
claim for it the electric principle of 
the Morse telegraph. ‘The electricity 
which Iranklin found himself able to 
control would have been totally un- 
availnble in the hands of primitive 
people. 

The Mound Builders! telegraphic sys- 


tem consisted of a chain of large 
mounds, starting at Chicago, hence 


bearit ‘ross the country to Prairie 
du Chien, Wis., thence down the Mis- 
| sissippi to Arkansas and onward in a 
more or less straight line to the ter- 
minus at the City of Mexico, then the 
capital of the Aztec empire. These 
mounds were built in the most suitable 
locations, so that a fire lighted at one 
point could be seen distinetly at the 
next, and thus a signal light could be 
hastily transmitted from one station to 
another over the thousands of miles 
which separate the two terminal points 
| of the line. 

The signal stations are located often 
at a distance of many miles, perhaps a 
half dozen spanning a hundred miles; 
| thus, as may readily be seen, a danger 
signal could be sentacross a state with 
the speed of light. Around these sig- 
nal mounds are usually grouped thou- 
sands of a lesser size, and sometimes a 
fortification or other earthwork, indi- 
} cating that a city of a large size had 
originally existed on the spot. 

Thus at Toolesboro, Ia., in addition 
to one of the most remarkable inclos- 
ure earthworks of the continent, there 
j ave mounds of all shapes and sizes, the 
number running up into the thou- 
sands. No better selection of a signal 
station could have been secured than 
this. On the very brow of a great 
|} bluff overlooking the Mississippi are 
located the eight huge conical mounds 
of earth upon which the signal fires 
were lighted, away back in another 
age of the world’s history, telling a 
| tale of danger or festivity. A light at 
this point would be instantly observed 
at Muscatine, the next station, twenty 
miles to the north, or Flint Hills, now 
Burlington, away in the hazy distance, 
thirty miles to the south, and thence 
could be transmitted from mound to 
} mound, from station to station, hun- 
| dreds of miles in either direction, 
| ‘This telegraphic system employed by 
{the Mound Builders is the greatest 
| wonder of the western world, Nor is 
jita myth, as so frequently originates 
{in the fertile imagination of the news- 
| paper writer, but the mounds and 
earthworks are there to show for them- 
selves, and their purpose is self evident. 
| Now forests have grown up, so that 
| between many of the stations the line 
of observation is cut off; hence the 
line is outof repair; but students of 
archwology assert and believe that the 
| thousands of mounds in the long line

At the Head of Her Class. 


The Boston Dental College leld its com- 
mencement exercises last Wednesday even- 
ing at Berkeley ‘Temple. The graduating 
class numbered nearly $O members and was 
considered by the Faculty as one of the best 
the institution ever turned out. ‘The exer- 
cises consisted of the customary college 
commencement oratory—addresses, decla- 
mations, poems, ete.—and were ‘tnlivened 
by fine music by the Germania Band—the 
best in Boston. 

The principal prize-winner was Mrs. 
Annis Fevron Reyxotps of Woburn, who 
stood at the head of her class and reached 
an average scholarship not only far above 
any other graduate but a higher one than 
any other studentin the College ever gained. 
She lead by a large percent in every branch 
of study pursued and won the prizes from 
young gentlemen of fine ability and great 
industry who were determined that no 
woman should carry them off. But Mrs. 
Reynolds won them handsomely for which 
she is entitled to high praise. 

Of the prizesand their winner the Boston 
Journal of vesterday m rning said: ‘The 
annual senior cash prize from the Trustees 
was awarded to Mrs. Annie Felton Rey- 
nolds, who is the first woman to graduate 
from this college. Mr. Frederick W. Barber 
was awarded the annual junior cash prize 
from the Trustees. ‘Then Mrs. Reynolds 
wis again honored by being made the re- 
cipient of the special prize from Hood & 
Reynolds, a handsome dental engine. The 
lady was also presented with a silver pitcher 
and salver bearing this inscription: ‘From 
women to a woman. Anna Felton Reynolds, 
Dp. S., June 18, 1890." The gift was 
tendered as a mark of esteem from the 
donors, and in especial recognition of the 
lady’s success in achieving unexpected 
triumph against heavy odds.” 

Mrs. Reynolds is the first female graduate 
from a dental cellege in this or any other 
country. Having a decided predilection for 
the profession she entered Boston Dental 
College two years ago for the purpose of 
studying it and eventually engaging in its 
practice, The examinations last year fore- 
shadowed her triumph this, for she stood at 
the head of her class then as now, passing
